The crosses stan d in 
serried rows, so closely that they make a very thicket, with scarcely room 


to walk between them. They were all n ew, pain ted wood , alike ex cept for 
the n ames an d the ages, thirteen to eighty-four. But they all bore the sin ­ 
ister d ate— August 24, 1914. 


“The German s began to pillage an d burn the houses, 67 6 of them ; then 
they turn ed all the in habitan ts in to the street,

Laws of Twelve Tables. 
Tin' Twelve Table» *? was the nam e 
given to tho earliest code of Roman 
law. 
According to the ancient ac­ 
cou nt. the code originated in this m an­ 
ner: In the year 402 B. <\, n Roman 
tribu ne brou ght forward a proposal to 
appoint five men to draw u p a set of 
laws with tho view of limiting the 
power of the consu ls. Tho aristocracy, 
alw ays’ fu riou s, selfish and u nwise In 
their stru ggles with the common people 
of Rome, violently resisted this reform 
and f« » r eight years a fierce w arfare 
was carried on between the two orders, 
which ended in n sort of partial victory 
for the plebeians. 
In 4"4 B. (’. tin* 
.senate assented to the plan of sending 
three commissioners to Greece to re­ 
port on the laws in force among the 
different states there. 
After a lapse 
of two years they retu rned and it \v» » s 
then agreed that ten men shou ld be 
selected to draw u p a code. 
Accord­ 
ing to Livy and Diodoru s, the laws of 
the 'Twelve Tables were cu t on bronze 
tablets, whence their name, and pu t 
u p in n pu blic place. 
W hether these 
tablets were destroyed by the Cau ls 
when they sacked and bu rned Rome is 
u ncertain.

No niu sie is as fam iliar as that pro­ 
du ced by the locu st, grasshoppers and 
crickets, and, althou gh they » » re not 
produ ced by the mou th, they answer 
as calls, and are u ndou btedly a lan­ 
gu age to a certain e xte nt: and, indeed, 
their calls have been redu ced to writ 
ten mu sic. The mu sic of grasshoppers 
Is produ ced in fou r different ways, no 
cording to Seu dder. 
First, by ru bbing 
the base of on« 1 wing u pon the other, 
u sing for that pu rpose veins ru nning 
throu gh 
the middle portion of Co­ 
wing; second, by a similar method, by 
u sing the veins of the Inner part of 
the wing; third, by ru bbing the inner 
part of the wing; third by ru bbing 
the inner su rface of the bind legs 
against the ou ter su rface of the wing 
covers; and. fou rth, by ru bbing tie 
gether the u pper su rface of the front 
edge of the wings and tho u nder su r­ 
face of the hind legs. 


Prevent Eye Strain. 
Natu rally, a great deal of*eye trou ­ 
ble is not to be prevented, as it is all 
to often indigenou s to the individu al, 
bu t some of it may he. 
Constant eye 
strain will bring on seriou s and some­ 
times Incu rable trou ble, and that Is 
one of the things which one can pre­ 
vent.

FTow salt-water fish that at certain 
periods in their lives migrate to fresh 
water always find their way Into tin 
same rivers is made clear by the In­ 
vestigations of two doctors who have 
recently been stu dying the reaction of 
salt-water fish to variou s conditions of 
environment. 
It appears, says a writ­ 
er' in Popu lar Science Monthly, that 
herring can detect differences in heat 
and cold as small as a q u arter of a de­ 
gree, or less. 
They also know when 
even the slightest trace of acid or al­ 
kali Is present in the water. 
Some 
scientists have even proposed that her­ 
ring and other fish be u st'd to detect 
the presence of chemicals in the wa­ 
ter, ju st as canaries are u sed to dis­ 
cover traces of poisonou s gas in mines. 


Bo leti and Tru ffles. 
Bolet! and tru ttles were favored by 
the Romans in general, hu t not in par­ 
ticu lar by royalty and nobility, who 
liked other types. 
Many Roman au ­ 
thors refer to their high edible q u ali­ 
ties, and even made q u asi attem pts at 
scientific classification. 
They also had 
special vessels in which to cook boleti, 
called Boletarla, corresponding to the 
modern glass dishes in which commer­ 
cial mu shrooms are now served on the 
tallies of the wealthy. 
One Roman 
writer represents that gold and sil­ 
ver cou ld he sent by messenger, bu t 
not boleti, “for messengers wou ld be 
su re to eat them on the way.”

later, Romans began t*> cook cabbage 
sprou ts in the same Boletarla.
